kingdom, however, a kingdom of truth and righ- 
teouſneſs, will not be eſtabliſhed without the great- 
eſt convulſions and the violent overthrow of other king- 
doms,” And ſpeaking of Haggai 1I.—6th verle, 
he ſays, „What can this peace be, but the future 
peaceful and happy ſtate of the world under th. 
Mefhah ? and what can be thir ſpeaking of the nations, 
that is to precede it, but great convulſions and ſud- 
den revolutions, ſuch as we ſee now beginning to tate 
place,” Again, « The anger of the nations is fol- 
lowed by the deſtruction of them that deſtroyed the 
earth,” Rev. xi.

Many 
more perſons have been deſtroyed by Chriſtians, as 
they have called theriſelves, than by Heathens. And 
do we not ſee one, and one of the principal, of thoſe 
eſtabliſnments already and completely deſtroyed ?” 
He ſays, “ That nothing is more evident than that 
the only period that can be called the time of the re- 
Aitution of all things, or the paradiſiacal, or happy 
ſtate of the world, foretold by the ancient prophets, 
will follow the reſtoration of the Jews to their own 
country.

He firſt queſtioned her reſpecting the fu- 
ture fortunes of a near relation of his, who was 
then in circumſtances of diſtreſs, and indeed in pri- 
ſon. She told him immediately his friend's trouble 
would continue full three times three years, and he would 
then experience à great deliverance; which, in fact, 
is on the point of being literally verified, as he 
is at this inſtant a priſoner in the King's Bench. 

He then aſked her, If ſhe poſſeſſed any fore- 
knowledge of what was about to come to paſs ups 
on the great ſtage of the world? to which ſhe re- 
plied in the affirmative, She ſaid, War would be 
threatened once, but” would not happen; but, the ſecond
